Tfcfl TncTiaa running diu:k is what 
might be called an all-around practical 
duck, says Walter E. Delano, in the 
American Poultry Journal. The gen- 

- rral make-up of these ducks seems to 
lie unlike many others, inasmuch as 

jetbey liave so many points in their fa- 
'Tor. 

First, the color and plumage are very 
' •ttra Clive, being of a fawn color mixed 
with white, the d.rakes having a steel 
blue cap, with a distinct white line run- 
ning from the eye around the batk of 
■^the head to the eye opposite, the pure 
while neck, the fawn colored breast 

- and back, tapering off with white in 
wing flights and tail. They are strong 
and erect, alert in every motion and 
▼cry hardy. 

Second, their laying qualities are 
such that they have been called and 
are known to-day as the Leghorn of 
' the duck .family. One breeder claims 

■ for one individual duck a record of 192 

‘ per year. 

It is very fascinating for one to col- 
' lect eggs from these ducks after once 
starting to lay. and they generally 
start in with me in February. It is 
a common occurrence to bring in just 
Jis many eggs a.s there are ducks. 

Third, as a market duck, they grow 
"very rapidl.y, and while the.y consume 
much less food in proportion than the 
Pekin, at fen weeksf old will dress ten 
pounds to the pair, and in comparing 
the pair T find the runner smaller 
“ boned, but heavier mcated. 

Success with these ducks, like every- 
thing else, depends solely on feed and' 
care. Tn the center of an acre lot ad- 
joining my place is a pond fed by 
springs aI)ont 100 feet across. On the 
shore- df this pond is my duck house, 
where the ducks are wintered. Tn 
the breeding- season T select mj' breed- 
ers. putting one drake with ever.y five 
ducks, and as soon as the ice is out of 
the pond the ducks are allowedi the use 
of it through the day, but are called 
into their 'house for supper at night, 
thus making rt easy to collect the eggs 
in the morning. 

One of the most esseutial things in 

■ raising ducks is that they have dr 3 ’ 
quarters to sleep in and pure air to 

■ breathe. Little .ntfontion need be given 

■ to making tight houses as long a.s the.v 
v.are kep^ dry at night. They -will .stand 
-some very cold weather. For their 
'bedding I'use plenty of lawn clippings 
and -eJover ha.y, and it is surprising to 
see how much a’flock of .50 will consume 
through the wuPten

Durable stands for beehives are 
made of concrete and described by Al- 
bert Gale in the Agricultural Gazette 
of New South Wales. They harbor no 
vermin or insects, do not shrink or 
warp, never reqiiire painting and being 
considerably larger than the hive 
there is always a clear space around 
it and easy entrance for the bees when 
coming from the fields loaded with 
hone^'. The bee entrance can be con- 
tracted to nil or expanded to 2V2x9 
inches, so that the bees can fly direct- 
Ij' in among the combs if it be so de- 
sired. The entrance has a fall of 2V^

The 
concrete can be formed with gravel, 
sand and cement, one portof thelatter 
to tvvo of the former; or fill in the 
frame with broken bricks. stoi»es. etc., 
and pour in the mixture of sand and 
cement until the frame is fnlf, when 
the whole mass may be gently rammed 
together.

Pigeons need the least care ol any 
poultry aud raising squabs is agree- 
able^and profitable work. To raise 
-them on a large scale, a propier loft 
must be constrm-.ted. A suitable place 
for them is on a floor, in the top of a 
barn. The siiz.e of a loft does not mat- 
ter, one 15x:i0 feet is large enough. Get 
high eiwwigh and away from rats and 
cats. Gut small holes in the south 
side of the loft, as show n, and place an 
alighting board mi a level with the bot- 
-tom. Nail boxes for nests along the

Kee]i fresh water handy to drink 
^d bathe in. Pigeons that are housed

;*nd lice. Sprinkle their nests occa- 
siov.ally with a little powdered sulphur 
.and whilew-ash the house frequently. 

Squabs are ready for market after 
Tthey are feathered out. Homers are 
amo^T the best for squab raising. 
Tbev ere quick growers, vigorous, ac- 
-tive. strong feeders, and their plump- 
ness makes them attractive in market. 
The stronger and larger the hen 
pigeon the better results will be ob- 
tained. — Orange Jndd Farmer.

There are many breeders who breed, 
superior stock in the way of queens, 
and if w’e are , careful io buy from such 
breeders we get quite an improvement 
on our present stock. Those who 
breed in a careless manner charge 
about as much for queens as the first- 
class breeder, so that nothing is saved, 
and much is lost by not getting the best 
of stock. On the improved methods 
of introducing queens we seldom lose 
a queen, and the amateur can succeed 
as well as any. If bees are kept at 
all it will pay to thus keep them right, 
and keep only good stock, just as our 
breeders w’ould do w ith ordinary stock, 
-•Farmer’s Tribune.

“A good part of the dyspesia that, 
prevails in America,” said the chef of 
an exclusive hotel to a Philadelphia 
Record writer, “is due t-o the custom of 
baking instead of roasting meats. VVe 
say we roast our meats. We talk glib- 
ly of ‘roast beef,* ‘roast chicken.’ and 
so on; but what we should say is ‘baked 
beef and ‘baked chicken,’ for anything 
cooked in an oven is baked, not roasted. 
We don’t talk of roast bre.nd. do we? 
Yet we cook our meat in the oven as our 
bread is cooked. 

“To roast meat you must- cook it 
on a spit before the fire. You must 
turn it constantly. Every little while 
you must baste it. Tt is in every way' 
better than meat baked. It is tender- 
er, sweeter and more digestible. Also 
its appearance is more appetizing, and 
the appearance of a viand has a tre- 
mendous etTect on its digestibility. 

“Experiment — actual experiment — 
has shown that the sight of an appetiz- 
ing dish starts the gastric juice to flow- 
ing instantly, and that such a dish di- 
gests much more quickly and thor- 
oughly than an unappetizing one. Al- 
together we ought to go back to the 
genuine roasting process of onr ances- 
tors. and our health would improve, 
and there would be less talk aboxit veg. 
etarianisra, 

“Of course, T. and all good chefs, actu- 
ally roast meat. But roasting is with 
the average cook in the average .\meri- 
can household an unknown process.”

The Goebel Murder Trial. 

George R. Hemphill, now a Govern- 
ment employe at Washington, was one 
of the witnesses introduced by the de- 
fense in the Jim Howard case at Frank- 
fort His most important statement, 
i made under cross-ex imination, was that 
' in April, 1900, during the first grand 
: jury investigation of the murder of Wil- 
! liam Goebel, W. S. Taylor told him to 
j make it light on Youtsey in his testi- 
I mony before the jury. Hemphill admit- 
i ted that he had been avoiding the pro- 
! cesses of the Kentucky courts and said 
j he had been trying to forget what he 
knew about the tragedy. Berry Howard 
! was on the stand, and the chief feature 
I of his testimony was a faultly memory, 
i He admitted he hai been getting wit- 
‘ nesses for Jim Howard and for Caleb 
: Powers. J. B. Matthews, who testified 
I Tuesday, was cross-examined at length. 
Other witnesses were Grant L. Roberts, 
Sam S. Shepherd and George L. Barnes, 
all of whom were clerks in the Repub- 
lican Auditor’s office at the time of the 
' assassinacion . In testifying as to the 
disappearance of his Marliu rifie and his 
efforts to get it back, Roberts said un- 
der cross-examination that he might 
haye “suspected it was "hsed to kill 
Goebel.”

shown, according to the Lomlon Mail. 
Against thLs the statistical report of 
the interstate coininerce conmilssiun j 
of the United States shows that lu j 
the year ending June 30, 1900 — the j 
latest figures available — 249 passen- | 
gers were killed and 4,128 were in- ■ 
jured in railway accidents in the 1 
United States. Including deaths and i 
injuries to employes and trespassers ; 
the figures reached a total of 7,805 ; 
killed and 50,320 injured. Many of | 
the accidents in w’hich these casual- 
ties arose were due to carelessness 
on the part of railw’ay servants. 

The reports of the English railway j 
companies in lOOi indicated that by j 
accidents directly or indirectly con- ! 
nected with railway’s — the best fig- ' 
ures that can be compared with the j 
preceding group — 1,277 ]iersons were 
killed and 18,375 injured. 

Bailway accident insurance, rates j 
in the states are far higher than j 
those existing here, which are inlin- 
itesimnl ns compareil with the pre-| 
miums chargeil f«»r general insurance | 
against accidents. It will be. seen 1 
how good a risk railway accident in- ] 
surances are for English companies j 
when it is said (hat the average num- | 
ber of fatal accidents anunig passen- 1 
gers is only about one in every 4,000,- j 
000 per annum, «»r ten persons in the | 
whole population. Futhermore, most | 
of tlie English companies offer don- | 
ble payments in case of death by 
railwaj' accidents.
